GENEVA. Friday, July 26. UP) 
—The League of Nations today 
summoned its members to an ex¬ 
traordinary council session to 
consider the dispute between Italy 
and Ethiopia, asking them wheth¬ 
er they preferred to meet July 91 
or August 1. 

J. A. C. Avenol, secretary-gen¬ 
eral of the league, asked the na¬ 
tions represented to reply before 
noon tomorrow to his invitation 
which read: 

“As it does not appear from the 
information received that the four 
arbitrators (the Italo-Ethiopian 
conciliation commission) reached 
before July 25 any of the agree¬ 
ments or understandings provided 
for by resolution, the president 
notifies the colleagues that the ex¬ 
traordinary session provided in the 
resolution will take place.” 

Each Blames Other 

This announcement followed re¬ 
ceipt of notes from both Ethiopia 
and Italy, in which each charged 
the other with responsibility for 
the East African crisis. Ethiopia 
requested the council session. 

Italy’s note attributed to Ethio¬ 
pia the blame for the breakdown 
of the conciliation commission, 
which collapsed at Scheveingen, 
The Netherlands, after Italian 
delegates refused to hear Ethio¬ 
pian testimony on territorial ques¬ 
tions, which they insisted should 
not be discussed. 

The text of Ethiopia's note 
was not disclosed in full, but 
authoritative sources said it pro¬ 
tested again at Italy's warlike 
preparations in East Africa and 
asked the league council to dis¬ 
cuss the entire Italo-Ethiopian 
controversy. 

In connection with the special 
council session it was recalled that 
Italy was the nation which spon¬ 
sored energetically the African 
empire's admission to the league.

MEXICO CITY. Friday, July 
26. i/Pi General Saturnino Osor- 
nio, governor of Queretaro, was 
formally charged today with 
homicide while another governor. 
Dr. Rafael Villarreal of Tamauli- 
pas, was fighting for his political 
life. 

In Tabasco, Gen. Aureo C. 
Calles was given a thunderous 
welcome by the public as he as¬ 
sumed the governorship, replacing 
Manuel Lastra who was ousted 
early this week. 

Charges against Osomio were 
brought before the permanent 
commission of congress by Julge 
Pastrana Jaimes of the first dis¬ 
trict court, who asked that the 
governor lie removed from office 
and brought to trial for his alleged 
participation in the killing of En¬ 
rique Rio, Spanish business man 

Rio was found hanging in a cell 
in the Queretaro jail on July 22. 
Federal investigators said he was 
beaten to death before his body 
was taken to the jail. 

The charges against Osornio 
also assert, that he failed to re¬ 
spect a federal injunction that 
Rio had obtained to guarantee his 
personal safety.

For the purpose of preparing 
additional data, considered import¬ 
ant to the county’s application for 
federal financing, John Mitchell, 
chairman of the board of super¬ 
visors. called a private session of 
the board for this afternoon to 
confer with B. A Etcheverry. 
Thomas F. Means and A. Kempkc, 
members of the consulting board 
of engineers employed by the 
county to assist in the project. 

Mr. Etcheverry, who represent¬ 
ed Orange county in Washington, 
when the flood control project was 
first presented for consideration 
for a federal loan and grant, has 
been in San Francisco for several 
weeks in connection with the proj¬ 
ect and was expected today to re¬ 
port progress of the project before 
the San Francisco PWA organiza¬ 
tion. 

Passing of the proposed flood 
control project by the Los An¬ 
geles PWA office is considered a 
big step toward its ultimate ap¬ 
proval by the final authority in 
Washington. That the San Fran¬ 
cisco office would approve it has 
been indicated in preliminary re¬ 
ports to the board by Mr. Etche¬ 
verry and others who have main¬ 
tained contact with the proceed¬ 
ing.

Eighty-five project applications, 
construction costs on which will 
run up to $2,500,000, will be sent 
to the San Francisco offices of the 
Works Progress administration to¬ 
morrow night or Monday for ap¬ 
proval, it was learned today. The 
projects are designed to provide 
jobs for Orange county unem¬ 
ployed for the coming year, and 
include all State Emergency Relief 
administration jobs, which must be 
transferred to the WPA. 

Only three weeks are left for 
operation of the construction di¬ 
vision of the SERA. All SERA 
projects will then be transferred 
to the WPA. 

There are now 2678 persons on 
SERA rolls eligible for work relief. 
On the basis of $1000 per man- 
year as the cost of the projects, it 
would cost $2,678,000 to carry out 
the projects. In addition to this, 
sponsors would be expected to 
provide 20 per cent of the federal 
expenditures. 

An increase in the unemploy¬ 
ment totals, which usually rise in 
the winter when agricultural work 
is slack, would necessitate jobs 
for perhaps 1000 more men and 
women.

“The Jewish competitors through¬ 
out the elimination tests were 
treated as though they had not 
participated.” 

A Nazi official stated: “Of 
course Jews competed in the 
first test, but none survived.”

I have never heard tell of 
the little box Mr. Sellers tells 
about."

NEWPORT BEACH.—Total as¬ 
sessed valuation of utility prop¬ 
erty to be turned over to cities 
and counties of California will 
be over $900,000,000, Edward 
Cooper, from the valuation depart¬ 
ment of the state board of equali¬ 
zation told members of the Orange 
County League of Municipalities 
at a meeting in Newport Beach 
last night. 

Utilities will undoubtedly have 
to pay more in taxes under the 
new system than they did under 
the gross receipts plan, Mr. Cooper 
said, but, in his opinion they will 
not attempt to raise their rates 
to consumers in order to meet the 
added expense. However, they 
should expect ultimately to get 
back their expense cost and the 
added tax cost, but over a long 
period of time, he said.

The dis¬ 
tance from this place to the mines 
is about 17 miles, almost a di¬ 
rect road. Only choice ore is 
now shipped by rail to San Fran¬ 
cisco." 

And again: 

"Material is being accumulated 
at the Santa Clara <oal mines for 
work on the shaft We under¬ 
stand that the company's engin¬ 

eers say there is now $500,000 
worth of coal in sight. Agents 
here and in Anaheim are being 
supplied with this coal for sale."

LOS ANGELES, Friday, July 
26. UP) One of the most exten¬ 
sive programs of socialized medi¬ 
cine ever undertaken in a modern 
city was launched in Los Angeles 
today as 4359 physicians, surg¬ 
eons, dentists, osteopaths and 
druggists began ministering to 
400.000 persons on relief rolls. 

The medical service will be paid 
for by the SERA at fixed rates 
which, although below those usu¬ 
ally charged in private practice, 
nonetheless are sufficiently high 
to pay more than the cost of 
service. 

Nothing Lacking 

Under the county's plan no per¬ 
son on the relief rolls will lack 
any detail of medical, dental or 
pharmaceutical care. If there is 
any illness in the home the social 
case inspector will be notified. 

Any unemployed person who 
breaks his spectacles can have 
new lenses ground. If any child 
is undernourished a public health 
nurse will prescribe special food 
and a SERA check will pay for it. 

Dr. Louis Boonshaft, veteran 
public health official and medical 
director of the SERA in the coun¬ 
ty, is in charge of the program. 
While surgery of a minor nature 
will be done by doctors on the 
SERA panel, major operations will 
be performed at the county hos¬ 
pital. 

Help Expectant Mothers 

All types of dental work will be 
provided except the manufacture 
of new dentures or false teeth. 
Expectant mothers will be given 
pre-natal service. If the mother 
desires to go to a hospital ar-

Colonel Knox, prominently men* 
tioned as a possible G. O. P. pres¬ 
idential candidate, charged in an 
address last night before the Los 
Angeles county republican assem¬ 
bly that President Roosevelt had 
betrayed his oath of office. 

Accuses President 

He accused the president and 
his advisers of promoting enact¬ 
ment of laws "for the deliberate 
purpose of undermining the pow¬ 
er and prestige of the supreme 
court.’’ 

"With a full sense of the 
meaning of my words," Colonel 
Knox declared, "I ask, are such 
acts in accord with the sacred 
oath taken not only to defend 
and to protect, hut to preserve 
the constitution? Upon what 
food does this, our Caesar, feed? 
Whaf madness has seized upon 
him? Does he not see how 
dangerously close this comes to 
conspiracy to break down our 
institution of government? 

"I charge the president and his 
advisers with deliberately promot¬ 
ing the enactment of a group of 
laws which they have every rea¬ 
son to expect will be declared 
unconstitutional as soon as they 
reach the supreme court,” he con-* 
tinued. 

Deliberate Purpose 

‘ With so doing for the deliber¬ 
ate purpose of undermining the 
power and prestige of the su¬ 
preme court, and of precipitating 
attacks upon it in the hope that 
its unique power, as a coordinate 
branch in the American govern¬ 
ment, to pass upon the constitu-

age relief in Orange county under 
the old set-up, Welfare Director 
B. V. Curry expects the number 
t-> reach an approximate 1200 
tinder provisions of the new state 
law which becomes effective Sep¬ 
tember 15. 

Persons eligible to receive aid 
under the liberalized provisions of 
the new law already are register¬ 
ing at his office at the rate of 10 
dally, he reported today. 

In predicting that the number 
of persons in this county receiving 
old age relief would reach 1200, 
Mr. Curry insisted that this fig¬ 
ure is only an estimate and is 
based on no survey. He said it 
would be impossible to tell at this 
time how many persons in the 
county would take advantage of 
provisions of the new law 

Aid for the aged cost the tax¬ 
payers of Orange county .approxi¬ 
mately $65,000 last year and, an¬ 
ticipating a sharp increase this 
year, due to the reduction of age 
limits and other liberalizing phases. 
Mr. Gurry has included $195,000 in 
his 1935-56 budget for this pur¬ 
pose. 

Hi' pointed out that while the i 
state pays ha f of the pension j 
bill and the county the other half, j 
the county must finance the entire 
operation for six months The 
county makes the monthly pay- I 
monts and each six months re¬ 
ceives a warrant from the state 
covering half the bill. 

Aged persons seeking relief file 
their applications at the county 
welfare department anil after in¬ 
vestigation as to eligibility their 
claims are certified to the state 
for acceptance or refusal. 

Under the new act for relief of 
the aged the age limit of eligibil¬ 
ity was reduced from 70 to 65 
years, a minimum payment of $20 
monthly established and the prop¬ 
erty restriction was liberalized.

The Queen of Sheba 


Ethiopia was a great nation at 
the time of Solomon. The Queen 
of Sheba was an Ethiopian. She 
came to hear Solomon’s wisdom 
and the wealth of his kingdom. 
Her verdict was that the half had 
not been told. She gave Solomon 
many elaborate presents, and in 
return he gave her—a son. We 
cannot admire the king for be¬ 
ing a sexual pervert. 

However, it brings us face to 
face with the historical back¬ 
ground for Emperor Halle Salassie 
claiming to be descended from the 
tribe of Judah. For 3,000 years 
they have traced their lineage 
from Solomon. It is interesting 
to remember that Ecclesiates was 
a play, written about the beauty 
of his Ethiopian wife, whom he 
had imported as a national cour¬ 
tesy, in recognition of the visit 
of the Queen of Sheba. 

The men from this ancient em¬ 
pire have played an important 
part in the Bibliral record. It 
was an Ethiopian servant who 
rescued Jeremiah the prophet 
from his slimy dungeon. It was 


an Ethiopian by the name of 
Simon of Cyrene who carried the 
cross of Jesus. It was an Ethio¬ 
pian by the name of Simeon the 
Black who ordained Paul to go 
out as a Christian missionary. It 
was an Ethiopian eunuch whom 
Philip baptized, that carried the 
Gospel of the Christ into the 
middle of Africa. It was Africa 
not Palestine nor Rome—that 
cradled early Christianity. It was 
not until the Mohammedan inva¬ 
sion that Christianity was wiped 
out of Northern Africa. 

Strange as it may seem Ethio¬ 
pia escaped the massacre. The 
great deserts saved the Ethiopian 
empire from the great contro¬ 
versies of the Christian church 
She has kept her original faith 
in an unbroken line until the 
present time. The Ethiopian 
church was busy spreading the 
Gospei of the Christ, while the 
rest of the world were dividing 
into the Eastern, Western and 
Jerusalem schisms. 


Establishment of a clearance bu¬ 
reau of information relative to 
production and other costs inciden¬ 
tal to conduct of various Southern 
California industries was author¬ 
ized at a meeting held in Los An¬ 
geles this week for enforcement of 
the recently adopted state unfair 
practices act. 

Deputy District Attorney Pres¬ 
ton Turner, who represented Dis¬ 
trict Attorney S. B. Kaufman at 
the parley, said the bureau will he 
established for the purpose of ob¬ 
taining data as to costs and prices, 
and to make a survey of the va¬ 
rious industries. Information ob¬ 
tained by the bureau will be avail¬ 
able to industrial groups as well as 
to law enforcement agencies. 


Provisions of the old age secur¬ 
ity act and eligibility require¬ 
ments were outlined today by 
County Welfare Director B. V. 
Curry In his statement, which 
follows, Mr. Curry corrects many 
erroneous impressions that have 
obtained in relation to the act: 

Many erroneous impressions ex¬ 
ist with reference to the old age 
security act, known as assembly 
bill 767 passed by the last ses¬ 
sion of the California legislature, 
effective September 15, 1935. Clar¬ 
ification of some parts of it may 
be helpful. 

Until September 15, those eligi¬ 
ble under the existing state aid 
law will be accepted as appli¬ 
cants thereunder, and after the 
effective date of the new law will 
be given such benefits thereunder 
as they are cntitld to. 

Applications under the new law 
are now being taken by this of¬ 
fice They may not be approved, 
however, until after September 15. 
This department will proceed with 
the investigation of these applica¬ 
tions as promptly as possible and 
in the same manner approve 
those eligible and pass them to 
the board of supervisors for final 
adjudication immediately after 
September 15 

The Requirements 

Documentary evidence to sup¬ 
port the following necessities is 
required: 

A Age. Under the new law is 
reduced to 65 years or over 

B Applicants must be citizens 
of the United States but the for¬ 
mer period of 15 years citizen¬ 
ship is not required. Thus, a 
foreign-bom resident of Califor- 


institutions is not changed 

F Relatives of the degree of 
husband and wife, son or daugh¬ 
ter, father or mother, are still re¬ 
sponsible under the law if finan¬ 
cially able to support the aged 
persons. 

G The provision of the present 
law relating to the transfer of 
property to gain eligibility dis¬ 
qualifying the applicant still at¬ 
tains. 

The Property Question 

H Upon the receipt of aid. un¬ 
der a provision of the new law, it 
is the duty of this department to 
send to the county recorder a 
certificate of that fact. Such 
certificate establishes a mortgage 
against the property of the appli¬ 
cant Press reports have hereto¬ 
fore indicated that property up to 
certain amounts is exempted un¬ 
der the law. This is a misunder¬ 
standing on the part of the in¬ 
formant The law, properly in¬ 
terpreted by the attorney general, 
expressly states that no property 
is exempted but that those who 
have property in value not exceed¬ 
ing $3000 for real property and 
$500 in personal property are 
eligible to receive the benefits of 
this enactment, if their income is 
not sufficient to maintain them. 

The department of social wel¬ 
fare of Orange county ms soon as 
it is possible will investigate all 
applications for state aid under 
the new law and admit those 
eligible through the proper chan¬ 
nels as quickly after September 
15 as is feasible. A large number 
of applications are now being re¬ 
ceived. 

Experience with the provision of 
the law may, of course, bring mod¬ 
ification of the understandings 
herein quoted by the attorney gen¬ 
eral from time to time. The above

To many 
housewives this means canning 
the delicious fruit in preparation 
for the winter months Here is a 
good recipe: 

To Can Cherries 

Stone and weigh the cherries. 
Allow to each pound a half pound 
of sugar: sprinkle this in layers 
between the cherries, and stand 
them aside for a half hour. Heat 
to boiling point enough to fill 
three or four Jars, skim, and stir 
lightly until they boll again. Scald 
the jars, adjust the rubbers, and 
scald the tops, stand a jar on a 
folded towel on a pie tin. carry It 
to the stove, and holding it near 
the preserving kettle, fill with the 
boiling cherries; quickly fasten on 
the top. So continue, filling and 
sealing one Jar before filling a 
second. 

Strawberries, raspberries, black¬ 
berries and huckleberries may be 
canned by this same method.

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HIKING TO HEALTH 

S IX YEARS ago, when Mrs. Bertha Woodward of Seattle 
was 38. she started as a contestant in a 52-mile hiking 
contest. At mile 38 she had to quit. But she kept training, 
and last year she made the 52 miles and won the race. 
This year she’s going to try again. 

Mrs. Woodward is 13 now, and a grandmother. She 
works seven hours a day in a laundry, does all her house¬ 
work and walks several miles each evening—for exercise. 

The remarkable thing about ail this is that there’s 
nothing very remarkable about it. Neither the movies 
nor vaudeville have made any offers and no book publish¬ 
ers seem to want a book about Mrs. Woodward. 

There are too many women of 43 like her. 

Fifty years ago a woman of 40 was old. She was 
either hobbling around on a stick, enjoying continuous 
frail health or being pushed around in a wheel chair. 

Today’s woman of 40 or 45—or 60—is spry, alert, 
hardy and vigorous. Young faces bloom under white hair 
—and the youth doesn't all come out of the drugstore, 
either. Most of it comes out of the swimming tank, the 
mountain hike, the cross-country auto drive or the sen¬ 
sible life modern women lead. 

Women are very proud of the way they have “emanci¬ 
pated” themselves in the past half century. They should 
be prouder of the happy, useful years they have added to 
the average woman’s life. 

THE JOURNAL AND POLITICS

But in the last analysis The Journal will not hesitate 
to state its position on any question, political or otherwise, 
when it considers the weal of the public calls for action. 

WHAT DOES SANTA ANA NEED? 

W HAT one thing does Santa Ana need most,” is being 
asked in a symposium conducted by The Journal in 
its “Meet Your Neighbor” column. 

Not that the opinions or suggestions will change the 
topography or revolutionize the social or business customs 
of the city, but the ideas aggregated can have a helpful 
influence in reflecting to the official life of the city what 
citizens prefer, or at least are giving thought to.

One sure thing is that anybody who tackles Mus¬ 
solini is in for an awful beating in the newspapers he 
controls.

They must have had a distorted sense of appreciation, 
both from the government relief side and their own obli¬ 
gation to society. 

Where there is actual suffering the administration 
has attempted to give relief. It is difficult to prevent a 
diversion of money from the purpose for which it was 
intended, but where such cases do come to light the sub¬ 
ject receiving such assistance has proven his or her un¬ 
worthiness, and there remains just one course for the 
government to take—and that is to discontinue an unap¬ 
preciated charity.
